On Wednesday, the president’s flag will float from 
the center square staff, along w ith the Stars and Stripes. 
Sidewalk stands were being set up today to cater soft 
drinks and light lunches to the expected thousands who will 
come by rail and auto from every point of the compass and 
for hundreds of miles around. 
At least six special trains will 
bring several thousand visitors from Eastern and Central 
Pennsylvania and from the Virginias and Maryland.

STIMULATORS OF THOUGHT 
A NDREW CARNEGIE will not be remembered because he began as a 
* * poor boy and accumulated millions, but largely 
because of w hat he 
left behind in the libraries th at he established. 
Thousands daily pay 
silent tribute to him as they read from these great institutions scattered 
far and wide. 
A very wise and gentle writer was born in the year 1533, called M on­ 
taigne. 
C haracteristic in phrase, he says he was born "between eleven j 
o'clock and midday, the last day of February," at the chateau of S. Michel 
de M ontaigne, near Bordeaux, France. 
The other day a statue of him 
was dedicated in Paris, and a distinguished group of people paid him 
honor. He left, as a legacy to m ankind, a most interesting and ins true- 
live group of essays th a t will probably rem ain classics for many hundreds I 
of years. He stim ulates people to think. 
Another great stim ulator of thought was Ralph Waldo Emerson. 
He j 
is much easier to read than Montaigne, but both looked into the hum an i 
heart, and out upon life. 
Shakespeare, Bacon, Cicero, Horace were other great minds whose I 
works live today because of their hum an understanding. 
Cicero once 
wrote that "no m an should endeavor to prey upon another m an’s ig­ 
norance." A very wise thing to remember. 
And here is a translated bit 
from Horace, taken from Montaigne's first book of essays: 
"He of him self lives merily, 
Who each day, I have liv’d, can say. 
Tomorrow let God charge the shie 
W ith darke clouds, or faire sun-shine-ray." 
A little known writer (except by the elect!) is R. B. C unningham e- 
Dr. Layman, of Falling W aters, is Graham , a Scotch author, now in his ripe eighties. Only of recent years 
did I discover him. but I read his sketches and stories and biographies | 
with great gusto. He makes you think and turns his thoughts and phrases ’ 
with such beauty and daring that you wish to read him again and again. I 
Near the desk where I write I keep several dozen books handy—as i 
medicine to my mind. 
If we read m uch and think much there is very 
little time left in which to brood! 
People who think, and who pass on ; 
the inspiration gained from others, light up this old world and m ake it j 
a good place iii which to live.
